Last week was an important week for U.S. -China relations, and an exciting one for the 
100,000 Strong Initiative. The visit of Chinese President Hu Jintao yielded substantive 
discussions on issues of mutual interest, as well as a celebration of people-to-people 
ties, particularly those forged through educational exchanges. 

For the 100,000 Strong Initiative, the highlight was First Lady Michelle Obama's 
remarks about U.S. -China educational exchange, which she delivered at Howard 
University on Wednesday, January 19. She also announced $3.25 million in private 
sector pledges in support of the Initiative, and two important pilot programs targeting 
community college and DC public high school students. Assistant Secretary of State Ann 
Stock led a discussion with four students about the value of their study abroad 
experience in China. 

The 100,000 Strong Initiative was also cited in the Joint Statement of Presidents Barack 
Obama and Hu Jintao, and in a major speech on U.S. -China relations by Secretary 
Hillary Rodham Clinton leading up to President Hu's visit.
